The mask utilises a hose-connected M10A1 canister and
incorporates an MU6 dynamic microphone to make it compatible with
radio systems in aircraft. The oxygen adapter permits use of this
mask with the aircraft oxygen system. The hood is made from butyl-
coated nylon cloth and provides head and neck protection when affixed
to the M24 mask. Operation and maintenance instructions are contained
in US Army Technical Manual TM3-4240-219-15.
